Coleman Brigade 
Receive New 
Auxiliary Pump 

Fire Chief John Kinnear of the 
Coleman Volunteer Fire Brigade 
announced this week that the bri¬ 
gade had received an auxiliary 
pump from the Department of Mu¬ 
nicipal Affairs for use in the Im¬ 
provement Districts surrounding 
Coleman. 

These districts include Willow 
Drive, East Coleman, Grafton 
Tc wn and Oarbondale where wells 
service many of the home-owners. 

Chief Kinnear stated the pump 
which is a fine piece of equipment 
for the Volunteer Brigade, will 
handle 100 gallons of water per 
minute. The Monarch pump is 
valued at seme $600. 

The town has a modern pumper 
unit which carries an emergency 
supply of water, but at times have 
to use pumps to draw water from 
wells and streams in the areas 
where they are fighting fire.

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Coleman Ratepayers ~ 

Hold Annual Meeting 

___ 

The annual Coleman Ratepayers' meeting 
was held in the Coleman Council Chambers 
on February 24th, 1964 Mayor Jack Ostash 
was elected chairman of the meeting; Trevor 
Colister was elected secretary. The full slate 
of councillors was present, along with a few 
ratepayers of the town of Coleman. 


The report of the Chief Muni¬ 
cipal Inspector was read and ac¬ 
cepted. It was a very good report 
as to the operation of the Town of 
Coleman. 

A brief report was made by the 
CM-, man of Finance, Mr. Holyk, 
who then asked the secretary- 
treasurer to read the financial 
report. There was considerable 
discussion concerning the report, 
to which Mr. Holyk and Mr. Col- 
lister ably replied. 

It was moved and seconded that 
this report be accepted. 

The next to give a report was 
the Chairman of Public Works, 
Mr. Kryczka, who had his state¬ 
ment broken down so that the ex¬ 
penses were allocated in their 
proper places. Very little discuss¬ 
ion arose in regard to this report. 

One of the ratepayers brought 
to the attention of the council 
that there is some property on 6th 
street now vacated and during 
spring run-off or a flash flood the 
basements fill with water and this 
can become a very dangerous 
situation as children do play in 
this vicinity. 

Mayor Ostash assured that this 
would be- looked into. 

The Building committee was the 
next committee to report and J 
H. Hanrahan made this report and 
outlined ,-sme of the wn-k done 
during Lie year by this ccmmii- 
tee and expressed thanks to Mr. 
Celli for the wonderful job done 
on the new recreation centre, and 
the people of I. D. 10, who con¬ 
tributed their share of the money 
appropriated by the provincial gov¬ 
ernment under the five-year plan. 

The next committee to report 
was fire and police, under chair¬ 
manship of M. Cornett. As the fire 
chief had not submitted a brief 
there was no fire discussion. A 
comprehensive police report was 
given, showing all of the warn¬ 
ings, fines collected and sentences 
imposed. It was also noted in the 
police report all break and enter¬ 
ing had been investigated and the 
culprits arrested. There was no 
discussion on this report and it 
was accepted as read. 

Mr. Ramsay, former mayor of 
Coleman, then read an article 
which appeared in The Coleman 
Journal, stating that there was 
supposed to have been $80,000 for 
the present council. He questioned 
the authority of this statement and 
could not recall in his 20 years 
or more of service to the Town 
of Coleman, at any time was there 
ever $80,000. However, he did point 
cut that through his effort and 
former councils that the Coleman 
Light and Water was purchased 
frem the International Coal and 
Coke, which has been a means of 
considerable profit to the town. 
The money derived from the same 
was spent on local improvements 


in the town which could be read¬ 
ily accounted for. 

To mention a few the artificial 
ice in the arena, pavement and 
sidewalks on our streets, the pur¬ 
chase of the new sub-division site 
along with the present grave-yard 
sites. This statement was backed 
by Mr. Dibblee, who also served 
well and faithfully for a great 
many years on the council. 

Mr. Ramsay also stated that 
there were problems facing this 
council just as there were prob¬ 
lems facing past councils, and it 
was up to us to face up to this 
responsibility as elected repre¬ 
sentatives of the ratepayers. 

As there was no further busi¬ 
ness, Mayor Ostash answered all 
questions asked of him and stated 
to Mr. Ramsay that some of the 
money used for other purposes 
should have been used for the up¬ 
keep of the Coleman Light and 
Water System. The present coun¬ 
cil is faced with a water problem 
in Coleman. 

The natural gas report was giv¬ 
en at the annual meeting. This was 
a very favorable report. The re¬ 
port showed that during tbe first 
two years of operation there were 
443 hook-ups. This, of course, in¬ 
cluded hook-ups in the Improve¬ 
ment District. It is hoped that by 
the end of "S'* that this will 
reach 500 ire„rs. 1 
The financial progress of the 
system has been so good that it 
warranted a reduction in the rate 
from 66 cents to 60 cents or 10 
per cent. As there was no major 
problem or discussion from this 
report, it was moved and accepted. 

The next report was the Cole¬ 
man Light and Water Company. 

The Coleman Light and Waiter 
report showed a fair profit for the 
year ending 1963. It will be noted 
in the annual report of the com¬ 
pany that approximately $15,000 
was used in the operation of the 
town of Coleman. This has always 
been a practice of the council in 
the past. This practice may have 
to be discontinued as the council 
is faced with a serious water prob¬ 
lem which must be remedied very 
scon or we could find ourselves in 
serious difficulties. 

Our electrical system requires 
considerable repair and mainten¬ 
ance which is done in a system¬ 
atic way. This, however, requires 
additional revenue from the profit. 

Therefore it was pointed out by 
i he Chairman of Finance, Mr. Hol¬ 
yk, an increase of the miilrate in 
the town may be necessary as we 
can no longer supplement the mill- 
rate from the Coleman Light and 
Water Company. 

Mayor Jack Ostash then thanked 
the ratepayers for the interest in 
the town and thanked the council 
for their good reports.

Mrs. Maufort, 93 years of age, 
was bom in Wanferce Beaulet.

Among the least pleasant arriv¬ 
als are adult ticks waiting on leaf 
or stem to be brushed onto their 
prey. Given an opportunity the 
i'ck can inflict a nasty wound in 
"s search for blood, according to 
J. D. Gregsan of Canada Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture’s research sta¬ 
tion at Kamloops. 

He says there are about 30 spe¬ 
cies of ticks in Canada. Three of 
these commonly bite humans and 
inflict painful and slow-healing 
wounds. Seldom does an attack 
transmit disease to the victim but 
it is well to avoid the risk by tak¬ 
ing a few simple precautions. 

He suggests wearing trousers 
tucked into socks and a smooth 
jacket tucked into the trousers 
when in “tick” country. Clothes 
-hculd be hung up when not in use 
and inspected before being worn. 
A daily search of the person should 
be made, especially of the neck 
and head, as ticks usually crawl 
upwards before attacking. 

Toks cn the body should be re¬ 
moved by a slow, gentle pull, 
which will usually bring away the 
mouth parts. Contrary to popular 
belief, the creatures do not burrow 
under the skin. 

Mr. Gregson says adult ticks 
may be found between March and 
June. Small animals host the tick 
in its earlier stages after which 
it climbs into the vegetation, molts 
and waits for its next meal. Again 
contrary to some beliefs, the tick 
doesn’t fall from trees, jump, run 
nor fly. It grabs hold of whatever 
comes into contact with it and 
hopes for the best — a nice cow 
preferably, but it could be you. 

The three most harmful species 
are the Pacific tick, the Rocky 
Mountain tick and the American 
deg tick. 

The first is found in rocky west 
coast areas and is active in the 
spring and autumn rainy seasons. 
It is difficult to remove the mouth 
parts from the point of penetra¬ 
tion and the bite produces an un¬ 
pleasant slow-healing sore. 

The Rocky Mountain wood tick 
extends from the B. C. dry belt to 
Saskatchewan, and is active from 
February to May. It may trans¬ 
mit several diseases and the fe¬ 
male, after feeding for five or six 
days causes paralysis in humans 
and livestock. The victim recovers 
if the tick is removed soon after 
paralysis is noticed, but, if it is 
net, the results can be fatal. 

The American dog tick is found 
from Saskatchewan to Nova Sco¬ 
tia. Similar to the other two in

Q—What should I do if I lose 

my Insurance book? 

A—Write or visit the nearest lo¬ 
cal office of the Commission and 
teH them your insurance number 
(from your “Registration Card”), 
your full name and date of birth, 
and full particulars of the loss. 
They will give you a new book 
bearing the original insurance 
number. If you do not know this 
number, they may have to give 
you another nfmber, and that 
means you may lose credit for 
some of the contributions you have 
made. Protect your benefit rights 
by looking after your insurance 
book and “Registration Card”. 


Q—If I can't qualify for the 
receipt of unemployment insur¬ 
ance benefits how can I qualify 
for the receipt of seasonal bene¬ 
fits? 

A— Seasonal benefit may be paid 
in the period from the week in 
which December 1 occurs to the 
week in which May 5 occurs eac.i 
year, the number of weeks paid 
depending on your contribution, 
and work history. The rate of 
bene.'it is the same as for regular 
benefit. If you haven’t enough con¬ 
tributions to entitle you to regular 
benefit you may receive seasonal 
benefit as follows: 

(1) If you have at least 15 con¬ 
tribution weeks after the 
Saturday before the preced¬ 
ing March 31st, you may get 


five weeks’ benefit for ev¬ 
ery six contribution weeks, 
with a minimum of 13 weeks 
or, 

(2) If you cannot qualify under 
(1) and your previous 'bene¬ 
fit period has ended after 
the week in which the pre¬ 
ceding May 15 occurred, you 
may get a maximum of 24 
weeks’ benefits 

Other conditions you must ful¬ 
fill are the same as those for 
regular benefit. Our offices check 
all initial claims made during 
December, January, February and 
March, April, and early May, and 
if there are not enough contribu¬ 
tions shown to entitle the claim¬ 
ant to regular benefit, the claim 
is considered for seasonal benefit.

Report From 
Parliament Hill | 

(Dr. Lawrence E. Kindt) | 
The second session of Canada’s^ 
28th Parliament opened on a cold,' 
dull day and the ceremonies seem¬ 
ed to lack much of their usual 
color. Extra care was taken with 
security precautions because of the 
recent thefts of arms and ammuni¬ 
tion from several Quebec armor¬ 
ies. The Throne Speech forecast¬ 
ing government legislation for the 
coming session was the shortest 
in history. 

However, two very important 
matters are to come before Par¬ 
liament during the next few weeks. 
Namely, the Canadia Pension Plan 
and the Columbia River Treaty. 
Other matters announced were the 
establishment of a Student Schol¬ 
arship Loan Fund and the redis¬ 
tribution of federal electoral con¬ 
stituencies. There were also a 
number of other matters of per¬ 
haps less general interest. 

No doubt the most contentious 
matter will prove to be the Can¬ 
ada Pension Plan. The details have 
not as yet been placed before Par¬ 
liament. However, I should like 
to make one thing clear — that 
everyone seems to be in favor of a 
national pension plan (except Que¬ 
bec). The only question being:— 
What is the best KIND of national 
plan for Canadians? On this mat¬ 
ter opinions differ. The establish¬ 
ment of any national pension plan 
is an extraordinarily difficult and 
complex matter since so many 
problems are involved, for exam¬ 
ple: the best method of paying 
for the project; the integration of 
existing pension plans; and how to 
provide as wide a coverage as pos¬ 
sible, to mention only a few. 

At the moment it seems that the 
government plan will NOT cover 
anyone presently over 55 years of 
age. There is to be a ten-year 
build up which means only those 55 
years or younger will be in a posi¬ 
tion to start their pensions at 
age 65. Matters such as these are 
certain to be debated and many 
will argue that funds should be 


taken from the general revenue 
to create the necessary pension 
fund instead of waiting for the 
passage of 10 years to build up 
the fund. This brings into focus 
another problem —Quebec pays 
taxes and supports the general 
revenue of Canada but has refused 
to join tihe pension plan and there¬ 
fore would most certainly oppose 
the use of general revenue funds. 

It is issues like this where the 
sparks are likely to fly. 

Actually the most important mat¬ 
ter facing Canada at the present 
time is the question of the seri¬ 
ous differences between Quebec 
and the rest of the country. 

This whole matter hangs like a 
dark cloud over Parliament Hill 
and the solution, to tihe problem 
will neither be quick nor easy. 
During the Throne Speech Debate 
national unity was echoed by vari¬ 
ous MP’s from all parties. Nev¬ 
ertheless the problem is there 
right on our doorstep and lofty 
speeches will not drive it away. 
“The Department of National De¬ 
fence has been under fire during 
the past week. The bureaucratic 
nonsense that has been going on 
would have delighted Messrs. Gil¬ 
bert and Sullivan. 

As everyone knows, there has 
been a number of serious thefts 
of arms and ammunition from 
various government armories in 
the province of Quebec and there 
are grave fears that these arms 
may be used by the F.L.Q. (Que¬ 
bec Separatist Movement) for the 
purposes of violence or perhaps 
even outright insurrection. 

The Department of National De¬ 
fence has been under severe criti¬ 
cism in both Parliament and the 
Press for not providing greater 
protection for these weapons. In a 
hurriedly desperate attempt to 
prevent future successful raids on 
stores of arms and ammunition 
from all military establishments 
and related organizations (includ¬ 
ing high schools). This order is 
apparently being carried out to the 
letter of the law but with appar¬ 
ently little judgment or common 
sense and the following are only 
some of the startling and ludicrous 
results:

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New Ship Delivers Coal 
From Coleman for Japan 

Embarking on her maiden voyage the 
Indian freighter Kanishka Jayanti was load¬ 
ed at Port Moody, B. C., with a record of 35,- 
390 tons of Coleman Collieries Vicary Creek 
Mine coal, enroute to Japan to feed the Ori¬ 
ental steels mills in Japan. 


Booking of the huge ship was 
made by Prank J. Harquail, presi¬ 
dent o: Coleman Collieries, while 
the Kanishka was still under con¬ 
struction. The record load of high 
grade coking coal was loaded at 
the rate of about 10,000 tons per 
day, and to transport the coal from 
Coleman to Port Moody bulk load¬ 
ing docks over 500 railway freight 
cars were needed. 

The huge ship, 627 feet in length, 
is the sixth of eight huge bulk 
carriers of the Jayanta Shipping 
Co. Ltd., built at a cost of ap¬ 
proximately $5 million. 

The loading of the coal was com¬ 
pleted last Thursday by the Pa¬ 
cific Coast Bulk Terminals Ltd. 
Loading, and it is expected the trip 
to Japan will take 12 days. 

The Kanishka Jayanti was of¬ 
ficially greeted to the port by 
Port Manager B. D. L. Johnson, 
who presented the ship master, 
Captain N. J. Anklesaria with a 
Captain Vancouver plaque, while 
Walter S. Brown, president of the 
Pacific Coast Bulk Terminals, pre¬ 
sented the ship with an engraved 
silver tray. 

In making the presentation Cap¬ 
tain Johnson recalled that it was 
fitting that the record export car¬ 
go should be loaded at Port Moody 
at the site where the first import 
cargo from the Orient, a load of 
tea, brought by the barque W. B. 
Flint was unloaded in July, 1886. 

Alberta and British Columbia 
coal producers signed a three-year 
agreement in October with the 
Japanese steel industry for increas¬ 
ed shipments of coking coal. 

The agreement provides for 800.- 
000 tons this year, which shows an 
increase of 200,000 tons over the 


1983 figure, but is dependent on 
the Canadian Government subsid¬ 
izing the additional 200,000 tons. 

The exports are divided between 
Coleman Collieries Limited of 
Coleman, Alberta, and the Crows 
Nest Pass Coal Company, with its 
mines at Michel, B. C. 

President of Coleman Collieries, 

F. J. Harquail, appeared confi¬ 
dent that the cabinet would favor 
the additional subsidy, though it 
is likely to amount to $2.75 to $3.00 
per ton instead of the $3.15 asked 
for. Mr. Harquail said they would 
use the subsidy to assist in pay¬ 
ing the $5.13 per ton freight rates 
and 88c per ton docking fees. 

According to Mr. Harquail, the 
Japanese interests are fearful that 
the Panama Canal will be knocked 
out in some future hostilities, cut¬ 
ting off imports of high grade cok¬ 
ing coal from the Atlantic Coast, 
and for this reason Japan is pur¬ 
chasing more medium grade coal 
from Canadian and Australian coal 
fields who ship via the Pacific 
ports. 

Another factor is that ocean 
freight rates from the U. S. are 
$6.50 per ton as compared to the 
Canada and Australian rate of $3.50 
per ton.
